F , LAWS. 
In my last annual report I referred to the importance of a 
compilation of the laws. It is almost needless to repeat such 


recommendation. A new compilation of our statutory law ought . 


by all means to be provided for by the Legislature of 1874. The 
General Statutes of 1868 and the session laws of at least three 
subsequent years are now exhausted, and man of the counties 
are without the requisite number. But few copies have been 
sold during the past year, although the demand has been con- 
siderable. The total amount received from sales for the year 
1873, is two hundred and sixty-four dollars, which sum has been 
paid into the Treasury as provided by law. 


ENROLLED LAWS AND JOINT RESOLUTIONS. 

The enrolled laws and joint resolutions of 1873 have been 
‘bound and filed as provided by law. While the work of enroll- 
ing for the past year seems to have been done as well as usual, 
yet I feel it my duty to say that I do not consider the present 
system of engrossing and enrolling a good one. On the contrary, 
I am convinced that it is extravagant and imperfect. The pres- 
ent method is one without a responsible head. Employing, as it 
generally does, a considerable number of supernumeraries and 
incompetent persons, it is not & matter of surprise that serious 
blunders so often occur in enrolling the most important legisla- 
tion. These mistakes are sometimes chargeable to imperfect 
engrossing, sometimes to carelessness in enrolling, and sometimes 
to the neglect of the legislative committees on engrossing and 
enrolling to carefully examine the work. Under the present 
system there is also a lack of care and responsibility in handling 
enrolled laws. «Indeed it has been rumored at different sessions 
of the Legislature that irresponsible parties have been permitted 
to handle laws, during the process of enrolling, in which they 
were pecuniarily interested. Whether such reports be true or 
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not, a cheaper and safer method, affording more reliable work, 
might be adopted. 
JOURNALS OF LAST LEGISLATURE. 

The Journal of the House for 1873. was published and dis- 
tributed in good season. The transcribing has also been done in 
a neat and creditable manner. The publication of the Senate 
Journal was seriously delayed on account of the failure of the 
Secretary of the Senate to furnish the index. After waiting till 
a late day, I caused the index to be made in this office, without 
. further expense to the State. This Journal is just now ready for 
distribution. I would suggest the propriety of substituting paper 
covers for the present half-sheep binding of the printed Journals. 

PRINTING. 

The newly-elected Publie Printer, Geo. W. Martin, having 
filed his bond, entered upon the discharge of his duties on the 1st 
day of July, 1873. His work thus far has even exceeded the 
requirements of law. It is due to him to say that he has co- 
operated with/me in every effort toward economy in the immense 
cost of public printing. I have hitherto called attention to the 
importance of revising or amending the law on this subject. 
I feel it my duty to again say that the Legislature should give 
this matter their serious attention. The subject of public print- 
ing, like the great problem of assessment and taxation, has 
puzzled the wisest legislators in all the States of the Union. 
The diversity of laws upon this subject, in the various States, as 
well as the great diversity of cost per capita, is conclusive evidence 
that the subject of public printing is one upon which but little 
satisfactory or equitable legislation has been had in this country. 
By the time the Legislature convenes I hope to be able to lay 
before it some valuable statistics touching this question, as com- 
piled from the experience of other States. At this time, however, 
I would suggest that the, great expense of public printing in 
Kansas, comes not so much from exorbitant prices as from the 
extravagant ameunt of printing ordered or permitted to be done. 
The law should be more definite on this point. Some of the 
States, in order to meet this difficulty, require the appropriations 
for printing to be divided into specific items for each officer or 
department; then if there be any expense incurred for printing 
in excess of the appropriation, the responsibility can be charged 
to the officer or department ordering the work done, and not to 
the Secretary of State, who would still be required to bear 
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responsibilities enough in this matter to burden and vex all the 
executive officers of the State. Again, the duty and responsibility 
of measuring and approving work is of greater magnitude than 
ought to be required of or entrusted to the ipse dixit of one man. - 
Under our present law, the Secretary of State, who gives a bond 
of ten thousand dollars for the faithful discharge of his duties, 
is yet entrusted with the measurement and approval of all bills 
for printing during the term for which he is elected. "This is an 
imperfection in the law which is dangerous to. the State, and 
unjust and oppressive to the officer. A. board of three officers 
should be designated, whose duty it should be to measure and 
pass upon all work of the Public Printer. The Auditor, Attorney 
General and Secretary of State would seem to be the proper 

officers to constitute this board. 

I would ask that a joint committee of both houses be appointed. 
to examine and report upon the work measured by me during the 
past year. . 

STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 

- The State Board of Equalization met, as provided by law, on 
the second Monday of August last, in the. office of the State 
Auditor, and proceeded to equalize the assessment according to 
the best of their information on that subject.’ I desire to repeat 
the recommendation made in my report for 1872, as to the equal- 
ization of assessments. The present system of assessment and. 
collection of taxes is, in my judgment, unjust and complicated, 
and the State Board of Equalization a failure. Without neces- 
sary information, and with little discretionary power, it is impos- 
sible to discharge the important duties ‘of equalization in an 
intelligent and equitable manner. This Board should consist of 
a greater number of persons, representing all the diverse interests 
and localities of the State. By this means a better knowledge 
of comparative values could be obtained, and a more equal and 
uniform assessment made. The powers and duties of the Board 
should bé correspondingly increased. Such a system of equali- 
zation has been tried with satisfactory results in other States. 


' STATE HOUSE AND GROUNDS. 

Some repairs of the State House, which were found to be nec- 
essary, have been made during the past year. Only such work 
as seemed to be absolutely required has been done; and that at 
but little cost. The last Legislature made an appropriation of 
three hundred and. m dollars for the “çare and i improvement 
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of the State House grounds, to be expended under the direction 
of the Secretary of State.” As the contractor who constructed 
the portico failed to remove the waste stone and rubbish from the 
east entrance to the grounds, the greater portion. of this appro- 
priation has been expended for the improvement of that portion 
of the grounds where the grade was complete. Here I caused 
evergreens and flowering shrubs to be set out, most of which, 
notwithstanding the drought of the past summer, are now in good 
growing condition. The following is a statement of the amount 
paid out on this aecount: i

OFFICE RECORDS. 


With the appropriation made by the last Legislature I have - 


been able to employ four clerks during the greater portion of the 
past year. One of these has been kept constantly at/the work of 
recording, and a second one has devoted a considerable portion 
of his time to the same work. The result is a better condition 
of the records than has hitherto been reached during the past 
three years. With the same force for the ensuing year, I feel 
configent that the constantly accumulating documentary matter 
of this office may be adjusted and recorded to date.

This rumor is doubtless true, as no elec- 
tion returns have been made, and no communication has been 
received from any county official for some time, indicating that 
the county was yet in existence.

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

The last Legislature passed a joint resolution proposing am 
amendment to section 2, article 2, of the constitution. The 
amendment was adopted by a majority of 3,051 votes. For more 
definite information you are referred to the election returns to be 
found on another page of this report. I caused the proposed 
amendment to be generally published throughout the State, im. 
obedience to that clause of the constitution which provides that 
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such amendment shall “be published in at least one newspaper 
in each county.of the State where a newspaper is published, for 
three months preceding the next election for Representatives.” 
‘As no appropriation for this purpose was made by the last Leg- 
islature, it will be necessary for the Legislature of 1874 to make 
such appropriation as may be deemed sufficient to defray the 
expense of such publication. 
BOARD OF STATE CANVASSERS. 

The Board of State Canvassers met at this office on the day 
provided by law, for the purpose of canvassing the vote cast at 
the general election of November, 1873. Owing to incomplete 
returns the canvass was not concluded until the 18th day of 
December, 1873. Only one contested case was presented for the 
decision of the Board. Two election returns were received from 
the county clerk of McPherson county. One gave T. E. Simp- 
son a majority of votes for Representative, in the 78th district; 
and the other return, made in obedience to a writ of mandamus, 
issued by Hon. J. H. Prescott, Judge of the 14th Judicial Dis- 
trict, gave J. M. Underwood a majority of votes for the same 
office. From the evidence before the Board it appeared that the 
return which gave Mr. Simpson a majority, did not represent a 
canvass by the County Board of the entire vote of the district ; 
at least one precinct having been thrown out on the plea of infor- 
mality in making the return. ‘The vote of the precinct referred to 
seemed to be regular in every respect except as to the manner of - 
returning it to the County Board. Under these circumstances the 
State Board determined that Mr. Underwood had actually received 
a majority of all the votes cast in the 78th Representative Dis- 
trict, and awarded him the certificate of election accordingly. 
This seemed to be the imperative duty of the Board, in view of 
the provisions of section 29, chapter 36, of the election law, 


. which reads as follows: j 


“Sec. 29. In all elections for the choice of any officer, unless it is other- 
wise expressly provided, the person having the highest number of votes for 
any office shall be deemed to have been elected to that office; and whenever 
it shall satisfactorily appear that any person has received the highest number 
of votes for any office, such person shall receive the certificate of election, 
notwithstanding the provisions of law may not have been fully complied 
with in noticing and conducting the election, so that the real will of 
the people may not be defeated by any informality of any officer.” 


he question of issuing certificates of election to all those 
elected to the Legislature in excess of one hundred, was also 
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determined by the’ same section of law, and certificates were 
therefore issued to all persons who appeared to have been regu- 
larly elected to the Legislature by the election returns on file in 
this office. As the Legislature is the judge of the election and 
qualifications of its own members, the duty of inquiring into the 


eligibility of those elected, or the right of their counties to repre- 


sentation in the Legislature, is respectfully referred to that body.

We, the undersigned State Board of Canvassers, do hereby certify that the foregoing 
is a true and correct statement of the votes cast for and against proposed amendment 
to article two, section two of the Constitution of the State of Kansas, at the general 
election, held on the 4th day of November, A. D. 1873, in the various counties of the 
State; and we do determine and declare that the said proposed amendment, having 
been adopted by a majority of all the votes cast at said election, is now a part of the 
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Constitution of the'State of Kansas, said proposed amendment having been submitted 
by the Legislature at its regular session of 1873 in the form of a joint resolution, as 
follows : 


Be it resolved by the Legislature of the State of Kansas, two-thirds of all the members elected 
io each house concurring herein : 

SECTION 1. That section two, article two, of the Constitution of theState of Kansas, be 
amended so as to read as follows: The number of Representatives and Senators shall be 
regulated by law, but shall never exceed one hundred and twenty-five Representatives 
and forty Senators. From and after the adoption of the amendment the House of Rep- 
resentatives shall admit one member from each county in which at least two hundred 
and fifty legal votes were cast at the next preceding general election, and each organized 
county in which less than two hundred legal votes were cast at the next preceding 
general election shall he attached to and constitute a part of the Representative district 
of the county lying next adjacent to it on the east. ` 

SEC, 2. This amendment shall be submitted to the electors of this State, for adoption 
or rejection, at the next general election. 

SEC. 3. The ballots used at said election shall be written or printed as follows: “For 
amendment to section two, article two, of the Constitution," or, *Against amendment to 
section two, article two, of the Constitution." 

SEC. 4. This agt shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication in the 
Kansas Weekly Commonwealth.
